PROVISIONS OF 37 C.F.R. § 1.183" filed on August 7, 2008. Attached. Rule 1.943(a) limits 
the Patent Owner to a 50 page limit to respond to the Office. The Patent Owner sought relief 
from the fifty (50) page limit to enable it to fully and fairly respond to the Office Action by 
exceeding the fifty page limit. 

As the Patent Owner pointed out in its petition , it is manifestly unfair to allow only fifty (50) 
pages to respond to a multiplicity of rejections that results in a seventy (70) page Office Action 
that is based on a reexamination request of one hundred and forty two (142) pages.
